New book digs 
into Niagara’s 
fabulous food

Tiffany Mayer was a student in Regina 
14 years ago when she realized how frag¬ 
ile Canada’s food industry was. How buy¬ 
ing cheaper imports went beyond saving 
a few cents. 

At a taping for the CBC show Coun¬ 
terspin, she watched a Saskatchewan 
farmer, in tears, explain how he was 
about to lose his farm. 

“He said, ‘I have $9,000 to live on for 
the year, my wife is about to leave me, 
I’m about to lose everything,” she recalls. 
“He was like, 'How can I tell my son this 
is a good career to pursue?’ That was like 
a Holy Cow moment for me.” 

She dove into agriculture journalism 
and brought her love of locally-grown 
food to Niagara, where she was an agri¬ 
culture writer for most of her five years at 
The Standard (2005 to 2010). 

The stories were plentiful. Here was 
some of the country’s prime fruit land, 
facing its own unique challenges. 

“From a consumer’s standpoint, we’re 
incredibly lucky,” she says. “We are in 
one of the most unique growing regions 
in Canada. There aren’t that many places 
that can grow peaches and cherries. 

“From the farmer’s standpoint, I don’t 
think anyone will tell you it’s an easy job 
but they clearly are addicted to it. Or just 
don’t know any different!” 

Mayer still had plenty of stories to tell 
after leaving the paper, so she gathered 
them for her first book, Niagara Food: 
A Flavourful History of the Peninsula's 
Bounty. 

Released last week, the 160-page book 
(History Press, $22) probes the issues, 
success stories and constant surprises 
Mayer found roaming the region’s food 
industry. 

Among other hurdles, “cheap imports” 
are a constant concern for local farmers. 

“When people look at the price of a 
basket of peaches, for example, they say 
‘I can get cheaper peaches elsewhere.’ I 
don’t think they really think about all that 
went in to growing those peaches. 

“The cost to prune the tree at the

beginning of the season, the labour to 
harvest the peaches, the time spent in 
the packing shed, the cost of shipping. 
People deserve to make a fair wage and 
have a decent standard of living.” 

Mayer describes the books as “Cole’s 
Notes” to Niagara’s food scene, offering 
insight into whattobuy, when to buy it, and 
howto serve it. Chapters focus on farming, 
wine country cuisine, and local legends. 

Her biggest challenge was trying to get 
the book finished before the birth of her 
daughter, Olivia. 

The baby won that race, but releasing 
the book this month was a whole differ¬ 
ent kind of labour pain. 

“I thought it would be exhilarating, 
and it’s terrifying” she says. “I sort of feel 
like it’s the second child I’ve given birth 
to this year, and this one I’m putting out 
there for everyone to see and hope they 
like."

Schools monitoring students for Ebola symptoms

International students coming 
to Niagara from Ebola-plagued 
countries are being asked to 
watch for symptoms of the deadly 

Niagara Region’s public health 
department has issued an advi¬ 
sory for schools with international 
students to monitor anyone com¬ 
ing from countries dealing with 
the growing outbreak. Manda¬ 
tory screenings, however, aren’t 
required. 

"Niagara Region Public Health 
is following the guidelines of Pub¬ 
lic Health Ontario and those are 
based on a risk assessment,” said 
Jessica Hopkins, Niagara’s asso¬ 
ciate medical officer of health. 
“There is no recommendation 
for a mass screening for students 
returning from affected coun- 


Students from Nigeria and 
other affected countries attend¬ 
ing Brock University, Niagara 
College and international pri¬ 
vate schools, such as Ridley Col¬ 
lege in St. Catharines and Niagara 
Christian Community of Schools 
in Fort Erie, are asked to watch 
for symptoms for a 21 -day period 
since they left Africa. 

“If they develop the symp¬ 
toms, we have plans in place that 
involve the school and the Nia¬ 
gara Health System,” Hopkins 
said. “They will be immediately 
put into isolation and assessed. 
Then it will be determined if they 
might have (Ebola).” 

A patient last week was put into 
isolation at St. Catharines hospital 
after displaying Ebola-like symp¬ 
toms. The person, who’s age, sex 
or nationality was not released, 


was quarantined for three days 
before test results came back neg¬ 
ative for Ebola. 

Brock University media rela¬ 
tions manager Jeff Sinibaldi said 
the school has 1,900 international 
students, including 50 from West 
Africa. Niagara College market¬ 
ing and communications direc¬ 
tor Dorita Pentesco said there are 
about 50 students from Nigeria 
enrolled at the school this year. 

Both schools said they've been 
in contact with public health and 
are following their guidelines. 

“We’ve issued communica¬ 
tions to the international students 
from Nigeria and passed on infor¬ 
mation from public health,” Pen¬ 
tesco said. 

Mark Thiessen, principal at the 
Niagara Christian Community of 
Schools in Fort Erie, said he was 
contacted by the public health

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War chest plan moves forward

It took a while to come together, but 
a plan to create a “war chest" to fund 
Niagara Region fights against police 
budgets is moving forward. 

St. Catharines Coun. Bruce Timms 
put forth his plan for such a fund as 
an amendment to a staff report to the 
region’s corporate services commit¬ 
tee last Wednesday. That report — 
approved by committee in a 10-7 vote 
but still requiring full council approval 
— will see the streamlining of reserve 

Timms wants council to create a 
fund in which $200,000 will be added 
annually. The money would be spent 
defending council’s position on the 
Niagara Regional Police budget before 
the Ontario Civilian Commission on 
Police Services. 

Timms and other like-minded coun¬ 
cillors believe such a fund would show 
the Niagara Region Police Association 
the region is serious about holding 
the line on the NRP budget, of which 
approximately 94% is committed to sal- 

Policing is considered an essential 
service and officers are not permit¬ 
ted to strike should they fail to reach 
a bargained contract with municipal¬ 
ities. Because of this, a binding arbi¬ 
tration system is in place, but history 
has shown arbitrators usually side with 

“The intent,” Timms said, “is to be 
prepared to defend the taxpayer if 
and when the police board decides to 
appeal council’s decision on how much 
to give the police service at budget 

“This fund is set aside to tell the arbi¬ 


trator, the police board, the union and 
OCCOPS that this council is prepared 
to defend the taxpayer against esca¬ 
lating policing costs — whatever the 

Timms’s amendment, which called 
for a staff report about the establish¬ 
ment of the fund, had detractors. 

"To me, this is the wrong way to go,” 
said Regional Chair Gary Burroughs. 

“We need to fix the (arbitration) sys- 

Lincoln Mayor BiH Hodgson said cre¬ 
ating a specific reserve fund was not 
necessary. If council chose to appeal 
the police budget, he said, the money 
could be drawn from general reserves. 

“I’m perfectly supportive of a motion 
that would commit council to the good 
fight on behalf of taxpayers, but we do 
have, in fact, the funds to support that 
effort, just like we would in any kind of 
legal proceeding,” Hodgson said. 

Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn said a 
reserve fund would send a mixed mes¬ 
sage. 

“To me, it’s like setting money aside to 
prove that we don't have any money,” he 
said in announcing he would not sup¬ 
port the amendment. 

Timms found an ardent supporter in 
St. Catharines Coun. Andy Petrowski, 
who busted out a baseball analogy to 
make his point. 

“This is another bat,” Petrowski said. 
“This is like an aluminum bat. We need 
an aluminum bat when we’re getting 
into the ball diamond with the police 
association. “The styrofoam bat didn’t 
hit the ball very far. This is another bat in 
our dugout, to put the police association 
on notice that we are going to put aside 
money to be able to launch a reasonable 
and a funded fight.” 



Ihorold Coun. Henry D’Angela, 
who is chair of the police services 
board, agreed with Burroughs. 

“We went to arbitration, a year, 
two years ago and basically we 
got beat up with that bat,” he 
said, referring to an arbitration 
ruling in 2013 that gave police a 
3.05% raise retroactive to 2012. 

They need some adjustment, 
but unfortunately we’re not the 


ones who can make those adjust¬ 
ments. That’s the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, so until they look at 
that, we’re stuck with what we 

He said it was better to spend 
that money to lobby the provin¬ 
cial government for change. 

Niagara Falls Coun. Selina 
Volpatti spoke in favour of the 
reserve fund. 

“It's going to cost us that 


money anyway on increases. We 
need a war chest,” she said. 

The staff report on the estab¬ 
lishment of the Ontario Civil¬ 
ian Police Commission Appeal 
Reserve fund will be referred to a 
future budget review committee 
of the whole, pending regional 
council approval this Thursday.

Ontario’s watchdog could get more teeth

Being investigated by the 
Ontario ombudsman’s office is like 
having "someone come through 
and inspect your cleaning with 
a white glove,” says Niagara Falls 
Mayor Jim Diodati. 

And when those white gloves 
turn grey, it becomes apparent 
“you can always do a better Job, no 
question about it.” 

Soon, the ombudsman's white 
glove could be used to look into 
more than Just the legality of 
municipal meetings held behind 
closed doors. 

The province plans to give the 
office of Ontario ombudsman 
Andre Marin extra powers, allow¬ 
ing it to also investigate public 
complaints about decisions made 
by local governments. 

Linda Williamson, a spokes¬ 
woman for the ombudsman's 
office, said the province’s Account¬ 
ability Act legislation, derailed by 
the May provincial election, was 
reintroduced and passed first 
reading July 8. 

Diodati said welcomes the addi¬ 
tional scrutiny from the province’s 
watchdog — even those he's the 
head of a council that was sub¬ 
jected to ombudsman investiga¬ 
tions into closed-door meetings 
twice over the past few years. 

“Anything that calls for more 
transparency, I’m very much in 


favour of,” Diodati said. 

“I think that’s the way to go.” 

Although municipalities are 
already held to a high standard, St. 
Catharines Mayor Brian McMullan 
said he would welcome changes 
that could enhance accountabil¬ 
ity. 

“Probably more than any other 
level of government — meaning 
federal and provincial — munic¬ 
ipalities, I think, are the most 
accountable to the people and 
always have been,” he said. 

"But if there’s away to strengthen 
that and ensure that any concerns 
are properly addressed in an open 
and transparent matter, then I cer¬ 
tainly support that.” 

Other representatives of local 
municipalities were less receptive. 

"Hie municipal sector, in addi¬ 
tion to the ombudsman’s oversight 
of the open meeting legislation, 
has more accountability controls 
in finance, in planning, in every 
area of municipal operation,” said 
Welland Mayor Barry Sharpe. 

“So bringing in another level of 
accountability oversight seems to 
me to be overkill.” 

Welland is in the midst of its first 
ombudsman investigation, looking 
into an in-camera meeting held in 
February. 

In-camera, or closed door, meet¬ 
ings in SL Catharines, Pelham and 
at Niagara Region and the Niagara 
District Airport Commission, as 
well as several closed-door meet¬ 


ings in Fort Erie, were all under 
the ombudsman’s microscope in 
recent years. 

Sharpe said he's particularly 
concerned about the time and 
money small communities will 
have to commit to mvestigations 
if the ombudsman’s office is also 
permitted to look into public com- 

“It would definitely have an 
impact on municipal organiza¬ 
tions. In particular, small munic¬ 
ipalities could be in a situation 
where their resources were tied up 
almost continuously dealing with 
complaints related to what the act 
called maladministration. That’s 
the issue,” Sharpe said. 

“That’s the reason I asked the 
chair of regional council (Gary 
Burroughs) to get it on our agenda 
at the Region, and why I was hope¬ 
ful it would be a matter for discus¬ 
sion at (Association of Municipali¬ 
ties of Ontario) conference.” 

McMullan and Diodati agreed 
the new legislation could be a bur¬ 
den on smaller communities. 

“But democracy isn’t cheap,” 
Diodati said. 

“We’re democratic or we’re not. 
People, if they're going to have an 
open and free vote, they need to 
have all the facts before they make 
a decision.” 

The legislation, Diodati added, 
“will force people when they know 
they’re going to be scrutinized... I 
think it'll encourage them to make 



good decisions. And I think that’s key." 

It has also been a topic of concern 
for the Association of Municipalities of 
Ontario, the body that represents 444 cit¬ 
ies, towns and villages across the prov- 

Board member and Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Coun. Jim Collard said it was dis¬ 
cussed at the recent AMO conference, 
although he said detailed information 
about it has yet to be provided to mem- 

He said he hopes the association’s 
questions about the legislation will be 
answered later this fall. 

"We hope that we’ll get a chance to see 
it at the memorandum of understanding 
table sometime in the fall. We assume that 
we will,” he said. 

George Rust-D’Eye, said the proposed 
legislation has left him wondering what 
the act is expected to accomplish that’s 
not already being done by municipalities 
themselves. 

For instance, while the ombudsman 
would be able to investigate the proc¬ 
ess politicians followed in making their 
decision, it’s assumed he would not get 
authority to decide an issue — only to tell 
municipalities to start over if the process 
was flawed. 

“I’m concerned. It seems to be a draw¬ 
back from what had previously been deci¬ 
sion-making by the legislature to basically 
expand municipal powers to involve their 
own accountability and transparency. 

"Municipalities were given the power to 
appoint integrity commissioners, among 
other officials, and to draft codes of con¬ 
duct," he said, referring to the amend¬ 
ments made to the Municipal Act in 2006. 

“I think that system has been working 
fairly well.” 

The Toronto-based lawyer, who works 
as an integrity commissioner for several 
other Ontario municipalities, said the 


new legislation will essentially give the 
ombudsman’s office Jurisdiction "over 
municipal ethical matters by having basi¬ 
cally the power to investigate any deci¬ 
sion or recommendation in the course of 
the administration of a municipal govem- 

Rust-D’Eye said the legislation is not 
clear about the role of the ombudsman’s 
office with respect to municipalities that 
already employ integrity commissioners. 

However, he said, “it appears that the 
provincial ombudsman may become 
some sort of an appellant tribunal from 
local decision-making.” 

While McMullan agreed the legisla¬ 
tion needs clarification, he said he doesn’t 
think “it’s intended to circumvent the 
authority and responsibility of the integ¬ 
rity commissioners.” 

“I think that can be addressed as we go 
through the legislative process,” McMul¬ 
lan said. 

Williamson agreed there could be some 
overlap between the ombudsman’s office 
and the work already being done by integ¬ 
rity commissioners. 

“The whole idea of an ombudsman is 
that it’s very broad,” she said. 

“We look at pretty much anything that 
has to do with provincial government 
service and all kinds of issues.... It’s very 
broad, and that's what we’re meant to do.” 

Once the legislation is approved, Wil¬ 
liamson said, the office will launch an 
education campaign to inform people 
about the changes. 

Williamson said the legislation will also 
allow the ombudsman's office to investi¬ 
gate complaints about universities and 
school boards, while establishing a new 
patient ombudsman to look into com¬ 
plaints about hospitals and long-term care

Group takes steps to 
curb feral cat colonies

Attempting to curb a feral cat colony 
in downtown Niagara Falls can be a chal¬ 
lenge. 

“Cats are very, very smart,” said Kath¬ 
leen MacCarthy. 

“Once you tty to trap them they know 
to avoid the traps." 

Undaunted, MacCarthy and a group of 
volunteers with Niagara Feral Cats have 
been trapping wild, stray and abandoned 
cats for several months now in the city’s 
downtown core. 

The goal is to have the animals spayed 
or neutered then returned to their colo¬ 
nies or, whenever possible, to find them a 

“Sometimes, just like a person who has 
had some hard times, they just need a 
second chance," MacCarthy said. 

"However, some cannot be fully reha¬ 
bilitated, and although they're lovely cats, 
they just need to live their lives out in the 
wild.” 

To date, 50 cats have been spayed or 
neutered. Twenty-four feral-born kit¬ 
tens have been rescued and homes were 
found for 14 stray cats. 

While those figures may seem promis¬ 
ing, the volunteers say they face an uphill 

A female cat can become pregnant as 
young as four to five months of age and 
may have two to three litters a year. 

The result is countless unwanted cats 
on the streets of Niagara. 

MacCarthy says she knows of 27 feral 
cat colonies in the city. Colonies can be 
made up of between two cats to 20. 

Niagara Feral Cats is hoping to focus on 
other colonies in the city, but it will come 
at a cost. 

“We cannot do this without fundraising 
campaigns to support our effort," MacCa¬ 
rthy said. 

To that end, Niagara Feral Cats has 
launched a fundraiser on crowd funding 
website Indiegogo. 

The group hopes to raise $10,000 by 
the end of October. Money will be used 
to cover medical expenses, winter shelter 
supplies, transportation costs and food. 

After the animal is spayed or neu¬ 
tered, it spends a few days recovering in a 
donated space at Christ Church. 

“We're glad the church can help keep 
the population under control,” said 
church caretaker Nancy Pellerin. 

Under current municipal bylaws, the 
public has the right to trap a free-roaming 
cat that is causing damage or destruction 
to personal property and bring it to Nia¬ 
gara Falls Humane Society. 

“If someone brings a feral cat to the 
shelter, we have a network of rescue and 
assistance groups thatwe can reach out to 
for help, to be a caretaker for the animal,” 
said Jay Desroches, the shelter’s executive 
director

country tubular goods (OCTG) imported 
into North America from nine countries. 

That ruling was made last week, unan¬ 
imously supporting new duties of up to 
118% on products from nine countries 
including India, Korea, the Philippines, 
Saudi Arabia, Taiwan, Thailand, Turkey, 
Ukraine and Vietnam. 

Despite the new tariffs, the Chi¬ 
cago-based parent company has yet 
to announce its plans for the Welland 

"We’ve been following this very closely 
and certainly we’ve reached out to our 
members in the provincial and federal 
government as well,” said Unifor Local 
523 president Rick Alakas. “We’re going 
to continue to track this.” 

An article published last month in U.S. 
trade magazine American Metal Market 
quoted an industry analyst saying the 
tariffs will increase JMC’s earnings by 
about $20 million annually before taxes. 
Although Alakas said that article refers 
to industries on the U.S. side of the bor¬ 
der, he said the union remains hopeful 
that the tariffs will also benefit the corn- 


rates for hydro or water. There are other 
inherent problems we face as a Cana¬ 
dian operation.” 

Nevertheless, Alakas said the U.S. 
ruling will help, as well as an ongoing 
investigation by Canadian Border Secu¬ 
rity Agency also looking into complains 
about foreign-made products being sold 
in Canada for less than the cost of pro¬ 
ducing them. 

“We will continue to monitor it and 
continue to work with JMC and Energex 
and anybody we can to protect those 
jobs here in Welland and to find a way to 
get the operation open again and viable,” 
he added. 

Currendy, however, no one is working 
at the plant with the exception of a secu¬ 
rity guard as well as a few people clean¬ 
ing up the debris after several buildings 
were demolished. 

Calls to JMC were not immediately 
returned for this story.

PREVENTING DEHYDRATION TOTJ 


Many of us may not think about it, but with the combination of warmer 
temperatures and increased activity, our bodies are losing more water than 
usual. If we do not replace the fluids that are lost, we are putting ourselves 
at risk of dehydration. The common feeling of being thirsty is the body’s way 
of letting us know that it is becoming dehydrated and needs the lost fluids 
to be replaced. This signal should not be ignored, so when you feel thirsty, 
it’s time to get a drink of water. The problem arises when the person does 
not have close access to water or if they become dehydrated very quickly 
from too much heat exposure or exercise. At this point the symptoms of 
dehydration are more serious and may include weakness, dizziness, fainting, 
decreased urination, or deeply yellow-coloured urine. A person with any of 
these symptoms may require medical attention. 

Fortunately, there are some very simple steps that you can take to 
prevent dehydration. Always bring extra water with you - especially for 
outdoor events or if working outside. Wear light-coloured and loose-fitting 
clothing as it will keep you cooler on hot, sunny days. Try to avoid exercise 
and exposure during high heat index days or at least limit time spent in the 
heat by finding a shaded area to cool down. Limit alcohol consumption, 
because alcohol increases water loss leading to dehydration. 

It is important for everyone to keep hydrated, but it is especially 
important to ensure that children and elderly people are getting enough 
fluids. It may be difficult to get children to drink lots of water throughout 
the day, so providing them with snacks of fruits and vegetables that have 
high water content will help to replace those lost fluids. Some of the most 
hydrating foods include cucumber, iceberg lettuce, tomatoes, watermelon, 
strawberries, and cantaloupe. 

Warmer weather and sunny days are ideal for outdoor events and 
activities, but please keep in mind our tips for staying cool and hydrated this 
summer season!
